“Generally, land used would 
be undesirable property and ex- 
perience in other places has 
shown that land so used can be 
reclaimed and restored to use- 
ful purposes.

DEATH VALLEY, Calif., Jan. 
6. (UP)—Death Valley Scotty, 
who fooled the world for more 
than 30 years with a story of 
a hidden gold mine, died last 
night in the mansion known as 
“Death Valley Scotty’s Castle.” 

Scotty, a legendary spender 
who chose to live in one of the 
world’s most desolate and in- 
hospitable regions, was 81 years 


s' old. Dr. E. Basse Wallace, Las 


Vegas, (Nev.), physician, said 
the famed “desert rat” died of 
a hemorrahage of the gastro-in- 
testinal tract. 

Scotty, whose real name was 
Walter E. Scott, was born in 
Covington, Ky. At the age of 5, 
his family moved to northern 
Nevada and his desert life be- 

an. 

. He became & trail hand at 12, 
and got his first glimpse of 
California’s Death Valley, a be- 
low-sea-level desert, when driv- 
ing a herd of cattle across it. 
He was water boy for the first 
party surveying the 140-mile 
long wilderness. 

In Buffalo Bill Show, 

At 15, he joined Buffalo Bill’s 
Wild West Show and toured the 
world as a daredevil rider.

M. Johnson, wealthy Chicago in- 
surance broker, had been “lend- 
ing” him big sums of money 
over a 30-year period. 

In 1905 Scotty chartered a 
Santa Fe train for a _ record- 
breaking dash from Los Angeles 
to Chicago in 44 hours, 54 min- 
utes—a record that stood for 
more han 30 years. The train 
hit 106 miles an hour on some 
stretches with Scotty in the cab 
urging the engineer to greater 
speed. 


He added to his fame and 
to the gold mine legend with 
spending sprees in which he 
tipped bellhops with halves of 
$50 bills and then bought back 
the halves for $20 each. 


“TI live by the rules that news- 
paper fellow (Joseph) Pulitzer

The veteran Senator, who at- 
tended yesterday's White House 
conference at which Democratic 
and Republican leaders were 
briefed on some aspects of the 
Eisenhower program, empha- 
sized, however, that any boost 
in the present 275-billion-dollar 
debt limit still was distasteful 
to him, 

In a separate interview, Sen- 

‘ ator Flanders (‘Rep.), Vermont, 
said he. too. “felt inclined” to 
vote for a hike in the ceiling 
of up to 10 billion dollars with 
the hope it would not have to be 
used. 

Flanders said he felt the Ad- 
ministration had proved in re- 
cent months it was striving hard 
to cut Government spending. 

These developments improved 
chances that the Senate will 
pass some sort of debt ceiling 
boost although some members, 
including Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, remain adamant 
against it. 

Byrd said today the Treas- 
ury was more than two billion 
dollars better off now than it 
forecast last summer and that 
he will use its own figures to 
fight a debt limit increase. 

Byrd gave to a reporter a 
table showing estimated revenue 
and spending for the next six 
months which indicated that the 
Treasury would have a 9}2-bil- 
lion-dollar “cushion” when the 
financial year ends June 30. 

Issues Before Committee. 

The issue is before the Senate 
Finance Committee, which bot- 
tled up the Administration's re- 
quest for a 15-billion-dollar in- 
crease at the close of the 1953 
session after the House had 
passed it.

Millikin also said in an inter- 
view he feels Congress should 
proceed very carefully before 
voting to lower the social se- 
curity tax back to the level pre- 
vailing up to Jan. 1, as the Ad- 
ministration has asked. This 
also is a problem that would be 
handled by the finance commit- 
tee. 

The tax before Jan. 1 was 1% 
per cent of a worker's salary 
up to $3600 a year, paid both | 
by the employe and empoyer. 
It went up to 2 per cent. 

Millikin said he personally 
favored the 112 per cent rate. 
But he said he wanted to see “all 
the figures” on Administration 
plans to broaden Social Security 
coverage before he _ decides 
whether the 2 per cent tax is 
needed. 

Favors 114 Pct. Rate. 

George, on the other hand, 
said he favors freezing the tax 
at 142 per cent for two more 
years. He said the present 19- 
billion-dollar trust fund is ample 
to assure Social Security pay- 
ments for at least the next 10 
years. 

Flanders and Senator Carlson 
(Rep.), Kansas, who also serves 
on the finance committee, said 
they favor the 112 per cent rate, 
and Carlson said he is confident 
there were sufficient votes in 
the Senate to put the tax back 
down to the 1953 level. 

However, such a move would 
have to originate in the House. 
There some key Republicans in- 
cluding Chairman Daniel A. Reed 
(Rep.), New York, of the Ways 
and Means Committee favor the 
2 per cent rate.

Knickerbocker, who touched off | 
the incident. i 


Result of Mother’s Complaint. 

A Richland county mother 
complained to state authorities 
after her daughter received the 
book through state library chan- 
nels. 

Carpentier said he intends to 
formulate a policy which will 
make it impossible for school 
children to obtain “smut or ob- 
jectionable materials” from the. 
state library. 

“I have no intention of set-| 
ting myself up as moral arbiter | 
or censor,” he said in a state-| 
ment, “but I do not want ma-_ 
terials in the Illinois State Li- 
brary intended only for adult | 
consumption to circulate among 
school children. 

“I believe I have a moral duty 
as state librarian to millions of | 
Illinois parents to see to it that 
their children do not obtain such 
materials from the library which 
their taxes support. 

“I have no objection if adults 
wish to immerse themselves in 
such materials but I cannot con- 
ceive that it is the duty of the 
state librarians to purchase and 
furnish it to them.” 

His Original Order. 

The original order, as directed | 
to Miss Rogers, instructed her | 
to take the Knickerbocker book | 
out of circulation as well as “al} | 
books now in the library which 
are in the same category as the 
book named; that is, books of aj} 
salacious, vulgar or obscene | 
character.

day he and Senator Richard B. 
Russell (Dem.), Georgia, will in- 
troduce a bill io counter Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's order to place 
more defense contracts in unem- 
ployment areas. 

Generally, their bill proposes 
to force the Government to sub- 
mit defense contracts to com- 
petitive bidding, rather than ne- 
gotiating directly in unemploy- 
ment areas. But the two Sena- 
tors specified these three ma- 
jor exceptions to compeétitive 
bidding: 

1. When an official finding is 
made that “market conditions 
do not permit full and free com- 
petition.” 

2. When secret projects are 
involved and the secrecy might 
be ruined by advertising of any 
“precise specifications.” May- 
bank said this was for the pro- 
tection of the Atomic Energy 
Commission and of the military 
in such construction. projects as 
guided missiles. 

3. When negotiation for con- 
tracts would be “most econom- 


* jcal to the United States.”

The measure would also es- 
tablish Congress, and not the 
President, as the judge of when 
a “national emergency” exists 
and when restrictions on nego- 
tiated bidding could be relaxed. 

Mavbank presumably will 
have Senate Majority Leader 
William F. Knowland’s support 
for the bill. 

Knowland, also a critic of the

ROSE PROMOTER WAIVES 
HEARING IN FRAUD CASE 


John T. Southwell, who faces 
federal charges of using the 
mails to defraud in the sale of 
“Blue roses” and “The Rose of 
Shangri-La,” waived preliminary 
hearing before United States 
Commissioner Edwin J. Bean 
here vesterday. 

Southwell, of Devon, Pa.. was 
released under $5000 bond and 
is scheduled to appear for ar- 
raignment Jan. 15 before United 
States District Judge Rubey M.— 
Hulen. He used radio and news- 
paper advertising in 50 cities to 
sell the roses, and post office au- 
thorities reported his volume of 
sales was about $500,000 last 
year. 

The promoter, who operated 
here from an office in the Chem- 
ical building, said he represented 
the “Garden Guild of America,” 
described by Post Office Inspec- 
tor J. E. Newton as a one-man 

operation. Newton said South- 
well contracted for the roses 
with a Tyler (Tex.) grower. The 
mail fraud charge resulted from 
the sending of purchase money 
for the roses through the mails. 

The roses. Newton contended, 
were “grossly misrepresented 
in advertising and claims for 
them were greatly exaggerated, 
causing persons to mail in pay- 


ment for a product which, in| 


actuality, did not exist as de- 
scribed.”

HAT is reported to be the most concentrated mass of 
W cetssee and displaced persons in the world has more than 
doubled the population of this British colony since 1945 
and created welfare problems that seem almost beyond solution. 


At present there are some 
250,000 Chinese squatters liv- 
ing in miserable shacks tacked 
against the steep hills ringing 
Hong Kong harbor; about the 
only thing that can be said for 
them is that every room has a 
view. Another 45,000 persons 
are in housing developments 
sponsored by the government. 

Perhaps a million more, no- 
body knows how many, are 
stuffed and crammed into tene- 
ments, under culverts and awn- 
ings, and in tiny alleys. A six- 
foot by four-foot space in a tene- 
ment-holds a triple-decker bed

The problem of what to do 
about these people whose lives 
were disrupted by the Commu- 
nist conquest of China, is stag- 
gering by western standards.

The 
government says there is no 
starvation but much malnutri- 
tion; there are many cases of 
tuberculosis.

these Chinese are better off 
than they would be in North 
China in the periodical famines. 
In Hong Kong they pick up a 
few crumbs, work on the docks, 
weave rattan, beg, mooch, steal, 
peddle and in some way keep 
alive: in a Chinese famine they 
would simply starve to death. 
Influx About Over. 
Fortunately for Hong Kong, 
which has waterworks and oth- 
er civic facilities designed for 
a population of about 800,000, 
the refugee influx from China 
has virtually stopped. About 
800 persons Cross the border 
into Red China from British ter- 
ritory, or from China to the col-

ace. At least 15,000 huts have 
been wiped out in seven major 
fires. Because of the scarcity 
of water the mains are closed 
most of the time; one of the 
largest fires got out of control 
because no one could remember 


how to get the water back on in | 


an emergency. 

The reporter was conducted 
on a tour of some of the shack 
districts and a resettlement area 
called King’s Park, in which 
4111 persons live in 983 cottages. 


The structures are of masonry 


with asbestos composition roofs. 
A tiny hut for two costs $150 in 
United States money; larger 
ones cost two to three times this 
amount. The largest are about 
the size of an efficiency apart- 
ment. 

Usually these homes must-~-be 
bought for cash (some of the 
families fled with a little 
money). Time payment systems 
do not work very well. The gov- 
ernment must keep a constant 
watch to see that qualified own- 
ers do not skip out at midgight 
and sell their homes to unquali- 
fied persons, possibly would-be 
landlords. All the new houses, 
in fact all dwellings and offices 


in Hong Kong, are equipped 
with iron burglar bars across the 
windows. The burglar popula- 
tion is extensive. Even washing 


cannot be left untended on- the 
line for a moment. 


Construction proceeds rather 
rapidly because there is so much 
labor.

These people are relatives, often 
distant, of the proprietor, who 
is morally obligated to see that 
they do not starve. The colony 
welfare department feeds only 
persons proved to be destitute 
and without relatives or friends. 

Children Roam Streets. 

There is no compulsory educa- 
tion in the colony and uncounted 
thousands of undisciplined and 
unlettered children, from tod- 
dlers to teen-agers, roam the 
streets to snatch a livelihood 
as best they may. One wonders 
if there is any better breeding 
ground for Communism than in 
such areas scattered throughout 
Asia. 

Part of the refugee problem 
is directly connected with the 
United Nations embargo on stra- 
tegic trade with Red China.

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A Deal With Bricker? 


Is a compromise Bricker amendment in the 
works as Congress‘ opens? Last week Senator 
Bricker flew to Washington for a White House 
conference with Secretary of State Dulles and 
Attorney General Brownell. On Tuesday of this 
week he was again at the White House for com- 
promise talks. 

What, if anything, comes out of these confer- 
ences should be one of the most interesting de- 
velopments in 1954. Senator Bricker's constitu- 
tional amendment to limit the President's treaty 
powers draws a vital issue of principle between 
him and the Administration. If a deal is now to 
be struck, something has got to give somewhere. 

When Secretar? of State Dulles testified on 
the Bricker amendment last spring, he said: 
“There is no actual experience’ to demonstrate 
the need of the far-reaching changes here pro- 
posed,” and he declared that those changes 
“could be dangerous to our peace and security.” 

When Attorney General Brownell testified, he 
said: “The proposed amendments (by Bricker 
and Watkins) are unnecessary and damaging.” 

If the Administration stil) holds these views, 
it cannot accept without sacrifice of principle 
any version of the Bricker amendment save one 
which is a meaningless formula of mere words. 
Any amendment with teeth in it, whieh really 
sets out to curb the presidentiil treaty power, 
would be open to the same objections which the 
Administration raised last year: it would be su- 
perfluous, and it would be damaging to the con- 
Stitutional powers of the President. 

On the other hand, a compromise amendment 
which merely set forth a meaningless verbal for- 
mula would hardly satisfy the Brickerites, whose 
whole purpose is precisely to curb the presiden- 
tial treaty power. 

Even if a formula acceptable to both sides 
could be found, however, the Administration 
ought to ask itself whether a compromise at fhis 
Stage is desirable at all. 

The basic issue of the Bricker amendment 
cannot really be settled by compromise. That 
issue is: Shall the presidential power to con- 
duct foreign policy be limited and impaired? 

The Administration, up to this point, has very 
properly answered “No.” If it now makes a deal 
with Senator Bricker, its answer would be 
clouded by ambiguity, and the compromise 
amendment would go to the people without a 
clear-cut issue to decide. And though it might 
seem innocent, such an amendment by its very 
uncertain nature could make future trouble. 

Would it not be far better to get a basic de- 
cision from the people on the basic issue at 
stake? The constitutional amendment process is 
too sacred and solemn a thing to be used as a 
mere device for saving political face. When an 
amendment comes before the people, it ought 
to carry a clear-cut issue for their decision. 

If Senator Bricker wants to curb the fresi- 
dential treaty power, let him convince Congress 
and the people that it should he curbed; and 
let the Administration argue to the contrary. 
A “Yes and No” deal between them would only 
confuse the issue and confuse the people.

Taking Down the Tree 

Some time between the day after New Year's 
and Epiphany—which is the Feast of the Three 
Kings and comes on Jan. 6—most of us take 
down our Christmas trees. The task is not 
made easy as is the tree-raising by expectation 
of all the excitement of the holidays. But, in a 
lower key, it has its moments. 

As the crowning star comes down and goes 
into its box there are recollections of all the 
Christmases it has graced. Its shining has illu- 
minated the growing up of a generation from 
cradle through school and barracks to man’s 
work or woman’s. And each of the baubles under 
it tells at least part of the same story. A few, 
carefully preserved gifts of parents or grand- 
parents, go back farther. And the last bits of 
glass to be taken down may even raise—just 
fleetingly—the question of how many more times 
they will be put up. 

But there is too much remembered fun even 
in the last haur of a Christmas fir or pine or 
spruce for anything morbid. The celebrations 
may be over, the children and the friends gone, 
but how restful the recovered quiet can be. And 
how splendid the room with all the gold and 
silver wrappings in the waste-basket, the furni- 
ture in place again, and the rugs so clean they 
seem new, After all, could one have survived 
another holiday party? 

Well, just one more. At Jeast for those who 
follow customs brought from Europe long ago 
there is one more gay evening. It calls for the 
eating of a baron of beef, for the finding of a 
charm in the Epiphany cake, for setting aside a 
portion for the poor—la part de Dieu. And as 
Robert Herrick said, there must be a warm toast 
of lambs’ wool punch: 


Crown the bowl full 
With gentle lambs’ wool— 
Add nutmeg, sugar and. ginger, 
With store of ale too 
And this ye must all do 
To make the wassail a swinger. 
After that everybody should be content to let 
the tree turn from green to rust in the ashpit. 
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Invitation to Dine Withdrawn 

Giuseppe Pella hoped to be Italy’s “man who 
came to dinner.” After the overthrow of Alcide 
de Gasperi’s eighth government, Pella formed 
a “caretaker” cabinet which was to do little 
more than get the budget in shape within the 
time prescribed by the Italian constitution. But 
apparently he came to like the Premier's job 
so well that he did his best to hold it indefinitely. 
And now, after less than six months, he is out. 

Italy's domestic difficulties and the even. di- 
vision of power between its chief political blocs 
almost guarantee that any government will be 
short-lived, Pella thought that a little external 
excitement might offset this handicap. So he 
marched Italian troops toward Trieste and 
touched off an international squabble which, 
had the tinder been a bit more dry, might have 
turned into a war. 

With astonishing disregard for Yugoslavia and 
its role in the Mediterranean defense plan, 
Great Britain and the United States sought to 
assure a political triumph for Pella by announc- 
ing last Oct. 8 that they would pull out their 
troops and turn Zone A of the Free Territory 
of Trieste over to Italy. But it was no more pos- 
sible to make good on this promise than on the 
similar one made to insure the defeat of the 
Communists in the 1948 Italian elections. 

So internal affairs caught up with Pella. His 
own Christian Democratic party became alarmed 
at the right-wing nature of his cabinet and be- 
gan to fear for De Gasperi’s middle-of-the-road 
reforms. And then came the resignation. 

De Gasperi, Pella’s party boss, may well be 
the first man cailed on by President Einaudi to 


form a new government, After all, until last. 


August he was able to survive one crisis after

another. The real cause for concern, however, 
is that mo matter who forms the next Italian 
government, he apparently will have barely 
enough power to preside and not nearly enough 
to rule. 


Unemploved: 1,850,000 
When President Eisenhower took 4 crack at 
the “self-appointed peddlers of gloom and doom,” 
he might have had Senator Paul H. Douglas in 
mind. Illinois’s senior Senator has been giving 
close attention to current unemployment trends 


~ and after a study of statistics said: last Sunday, 


on the Northwestern University radio program, 
it was possible that present uneniployment to- 
taled 2,400,000 instead of the reported 1,400,000. 

Whether the Douglas estimate is right or 
wrong—and the Senator says it is uncertain— 
the latest report from Secretary Weeks's De- 
partment of Commerce adds substantially to the 
total of unemployed, According to this report, 
in the month of November the unemployed rose 
about 400,000 to a total of approximately 1.850.- 
000. This is not 2,400,000 but it is moving in 
that direction. 

Neither is 1,850,000 the 4,000,000 unemployed 
of 1949. But it is enough to make life different 
not only for the individuals and families affected, 
but also for many of the communities in which 
these new unemployed live. 

The business of breaking the figures down into 
agricultural and non-agricultural workers pro- 
vides little comfert, even though employment is 
high among the latter while dropping for the 
former. If economic conditions grow so tight 
that farm employment shows it, then the buy- 
ing of farm machinery, for example, falls off. 
That in turn is soon registered in the urban areas 
where farm implements are manufactured. 

This chain reaction threat makes it all the 
more urgent that the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion solve the farm price problem, in the new 
session of Congress, which has now opened. 
Whether the Administration has the solution for 
clearing away the large surpluses remains to be 
determined, 

The possible chain reaction also makes it 
urgent that the White House staff be kept in- 
formed as to economic conditions in order to 
implement the President's pledge not to allow 
the national prosperity to be undermined. 
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Still the Unbelled Cat 


Senator McCarthy says he has no intention of 
vacating his role as a Red hunter. and he is the 
best authority on his own intentions. 

Yet it appears from the columns of four 
reliable newspapers—The New York Times, 
New York Herald Tribune. Washington Post and 
Washington Star—that for a few brief hours 
somebody in the Administration believed that 
McCarthy had meekly agreed to transfer his in- 
terests to the investigation of waste and in- 
efficiency and to constructive legislation. 

Why anybody should expect Senator McCar- 
thy to make that kind of switch is a mystery. 
Does the cat consent to be belled? Does the 
panhandler with a profitable beat voluntarily 
turn it over to a rival? 

It would have been out of character for Sen- 
ator McCarthy to behave in this fashien, yet 
somebody in the Administration apparently 
thought he was going to. It follows that some- 
body in the Administration considered the cur- 
tailment of Senator McCarthy’s Red-hunting ac- 
tivities desirable. 

Now that the Wisconsin Senator has de- 
clined to participate in the curtailment of his 
own activities, the buck is passed back to the 
Administration. What, if he will not quietly van- 
ish into the obscurity of constructive work, is 
to be done about him? 

Perhaps somebody in the Administration will 
come to the conclusion that the Wisconsin in- 
quisitor is.only as big as the rules of the Senate 
and the funds he is granted by the Senate permit 
him to be. 
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YES for Health and Welfare 


One of the six separate bond propositions 
that St. Louis county taxpayers will be asked 
to approve Feb. 9 involves an item of some 
$3,458,500 labeled “health and welfare.” Why 
is it so necessary to vote that much, and how 
would the money be spent? 

Most of it—$2,225,000, in fact—would go to 
create a 150-bed institution for the care and 
treatment of long-term illness. Without such a 
haven, most of the county’s sick old folks of 
limited means will continue to drift toward the 
grave with little or no medical care. This is 
intolerable in a large and prosperous community. 

Another $600,000 is earmarked for a 50-bed 
addition to County Hospital for short-term care 
and observation of the mentally ill, and for a 
40-bed tuberculosis unit. Without the 50-bed 
observation ward, more than one mental patient 
will run loose in the county while waiting for 
space in a St. Louis institution. Without the 
tuberculosis unit, the county also will be de- 
pendent upon the availability of facilities in the 
city. 

A total of $533,500 would go for repairs and 
improvements to County Hospital, an institution 
that has suffered from inadequate maintenance 
for years. Finally, $100,000 would pay for a 12- 
bed receiving home for the temporary care of 
neglected and abandoned children who are cared 
for now with the county’s delinquent children. 

Each of these projects is its own justification, 
and each is essential if the county’s public 
health program is to come anywhere near meet- 
ing the need, now and in the future. It is hard 
to see how any residents of the county could fail 
to vote YES for health and welfare Feb, 9.

Regardless of the tem- 
perature, the “fever” will con- 
tinue to rise until he can dangle 
a minnow in his favorite spot on 
his favorite lake. No other 
“medicine” will suffice. And 
the cure is only temporary—rest 
assured there will be recurrent 
attacks.

by Washington Gov. Arthur B. 
Langlie, who sent Houston here 
to opposed the proposed federal 
dam. 
Lonctot and Parry objected 
strenuously when Mrs. Cooper 
started reading a newspaper ar- 
ticle which quoted Langlie on 
Houston’s testimony that the 
movement of aluminum plants 
to the Pacific Northwest had 
damaged the economy of the 
area, 

The Associated Press story, 
printed in the Wenatchee (Wash.)

The minister and his 
wife were also on the same trip. 

“I sometimes wonder if the model for the 
character ever read the book or saw the movie!” 


“DO YOU THINK she would recognize her- 
self if she did?” 

“I think so. All the people on the trip were 
in the story. She must have recognized herself 
if she saw the picture on the screen. I think the 
minister and his wife probably read the book or 
saw the film version.” 

“Do you have any desire to return to Pago 
Pago?” 

“I'm too old for those trips. Besides all those 
places have become far too civilized for me. 
Did you know the house where we all stayed on 
my original trip is now all dolled up and called 
‘The Sadie Thompson Hotel’?”

MAUGHAM SAID HE has given up writing 
short stories, novels and plays and is devoting 
himself entirely to essays. The essays, which run 
about 8000 words each, are on any subject he 
chooses to write about, 

“They have no story value,” he said, “and no 
use for film or television. But it’s a very amus- 
ing form of writing. You have to do a lot of 
reading. You just don't write them out of your 


head.”

WE ASKED HIM if he was still interested in 
trying to set up some sort of house outside of 
Paris to support young writers while they are 
writing their books. 

He said he was. “I still believe in such a 
project. It’s true I had no help and no money 
when I began writing. But things have .grown 
harder for writers. When I started a publisher 
could bring out a novel of an unknown young 
man and by only printing 1500 or 2000 copies 
he not only paid his expenses but made a small 
profit. Now with production expenses a pub- 
lisher can't clear unless he sells 10,000 copies. 
That means he’s extremely wary to take a 
chance on an unknown. 

“When young people write to me and say they 
want to be professional authors I tell them 
they’re absolutely crazy to try it unless they 
have sufficient means to pay for food and lodg- 
ing. If not they must get a job and write in 
their spare time. In America at the present time 
it’s very hard for a pure novelist to earn a living 
from writing novels—you have to write for Hol- 
lywood, television of radio, As far as England is 
concerned I don't think there are 10 writers in 
the whole country that earn their living by just 
writing novels ... and certainly there are not 
any more in France.”

IN 1942, MAUGHAM amused himself by 
weighing his chances for survival. “I decided 
one or two of my comedies will be remembered 
for a time,” he was quoted as saying at the time, 
“and a few of my short stories will find their 
way into anthologies. Should I be mistaken, and 
be completely forgotten after my death, I shall 
of course, know nothing about it.” 

We asked him if 11 years later he still stood 
by his statement. 

He said he did. 

“What comedies do you think will survive?” 

“I think a play called ‘The Circle’ and another 
called ‘Our Betters’ will survive. Even though 
the time is past and they have lost their actual- 
ity, they may continue to be played for their 
dramatic value as period pieces, Of course I’m 
the wrong person to ask about my own writing. 
As far as the short stories go, a publishing house 
in London just put out three volumes of my 
short stories, many of them written 40 years ago. 
They sold over 250,000 copies. If people are pre- 
pared to read stories 40 years old now, it shows 
the stories have not lost interest and if they 
haven't lost interest for 40 years I see no reason 
why they shouldn’t hold interest for 40 years 


more.”

“On the Outs”—an Americanism. 

HE correspondent inquiring 
T for the history of this phrase, 

“on the outs,” remarks that 
here, for once, must surely be a 
bit of “real American slang!” 
And so it is, an authentic Amer- 
icanism. In its first recorded 
use the form employed is “at 
outs.” 

There are two interesting as- 
pects to this combination of 
words. First, though rather 
crude slang it is, its first ap- 
pearanse in print is under the 
auspices of the Congressional 
Record. Secondly, the allusion 
is to the relationship, or at least 
a situation existing between 
churches, or religious groups. 

In the Congressional Record, 
under date of April 23, 1884, 
we find this use of “on the 
outs”: His church and the Uni- 
tarians were very much at outs.” 
This is how “on the outs” 
started. 

The popular expression desig- 
nates a relationship more un- 
friendly than that existing be- 
tween persons who quarrel; 
those “on the outs” are not on 
speaking terms.

E have observed that just 
Lout everyone has troubles 
and just about everyone 
likes to tell you about his trou- 
bles. Trouble with the whole 
set-up is that no one wants to 
listen to your troubles even after 

you've listened to theirs. 
Anyway, we got talking the 
other day to a man who makes 
floor coverings and his trouble 
was that people set heavy pieces 
of furniture on the floor cover- 
ing and pretty soon the legs of 
the furniture dent the covering. 
Sometimes the dent can be re- 
moved and sometimes it can't. 
It depends pretty much on the 
type of covering and the degree 
of the dent. This business can 
happen with just about every 
kind of flooring—wood, linoleum, 

asphalt tile and carpets. 


The only way denting can be 
eliminated is to increase the 
surface of the furniture leg so 
that it is spread out over a 
greater area. Now, most legs 
taper down too darn little so just 
a slight increase will do the trick 
nicely. The gadget which is used 


to increase the end of the leg is | 


called, of course, a caster and 
these come in all sizes and 
shapes. The best shape natural- 
ly is one that is wide and per- 
fectly flat. Those which only 
make it possible to slide the 
furniture across a floor more 


easily are not always very effec- 
tive for often instead of in- 
creasing the bearing surface of 
the leg they reduce it. 

Glass casters are pretty good 
for furniture that must be moved 
about from time to time and 
rubber ones—if they don’t leave 
marks on the flooring are fine 
for furniture that has to stay 
put. 

If your home {s heated with 
hot water pipes in the floor and 
the floor covering is asphalt tile 
it's most important that you 
equip the furniture with big 
casters as asphalt tile becomes 
slightly soft when warm and is 
easily dented.

Forms of Insincerity 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


T IS quite generally taken 
| tor granted that the way to 

be popular is to say things 
you do not mean, or to draw a 
veil between your mind and 
your lips, or divorce thoughts 
from actions. Their lips then 
carry honeyed speech; their 
hands carry stilettos: the 
speech is for other ears; the 
stilettos are for others’ backs. 

Psychologically, those who 
manifestly are shams are gen- 
erally known through three 
techniques; first they shake 
hands with you up to the 
elbow, and they thrust their 
face against your nose with a 
smile which seems to say, “See 
how nice I am,” or they shout 
out their greeting in tones 
calculated to make volume 
substitute for honesty. 

Children do not have this 
duplicity because they are nat- 
ural and it is acquired. If their 
mother tells them to tell a 
stranger at the door that she 
is not at home, they will in- 
variably say, “My mother told 
me to tell you that she is not 
at home.” I know of a mother ' 
who, after an introduction to 
several women who had 
dropped in for tea, asked her 
child, “Now which one did I 
say was my best friend?” The 
child in the presence of all 
answered, “The one with the 
big teeth.” It takes seme fall- 
ing away from the childlike 
simplicity that purchases 
heaven, before one develops 
the film “ Cunonsety.

THERE Ane ‘tommrrs 
when it is very difficult to ex- 
press one’s views, for example, 
when a husband is asked how 
he likes his wife’s new hat, or 
how he likes her new Italian 
haircut—which to him resem- 
bles unstrung spaghetti. 

Women, when faced with 
something they do not like. 
generally go into ecstacies of 
praise in order to cover up 
their real mind. Men gener- 
erally descend to monosylla- 
bles or a long grunt. 

Tact, in such difficult mo- 
ments, does not mean lying, 
nor smoothness at the expense 
of truth, but it does mean cir- 
cumspection. Some women, on 
being asked how they like 
another woman's dress, will 
generally say that it is 
“lovely,” but the tone of the 
voice betrays the suspicion 
that it is not.

THE OPPOSITE FORM of 
of insincerity is flattery. As 
we have said before, there are 
two kinds, of flattery: blarney 
and baloney. Blarney is the 


varnished truth; baloney is 
the unvarnished lie. Blarney is 
flattery laid on so thin, you 
like it; baloney is flattery laid 
on so thick, you hate it. 
‘Shakespeare says, “it is laid 
on with a trowel.” 

The am@unt of flattery one 
spreads on another depends 
on either how much one wish- 
es to exalt his own ego, or 
how much one wishes to de- 
ceive the ego of the hearer. 
Rare are those who use such 
restraint in flattery in order 
to delude others into asking 
them to “say that again.” A 
Bishop who was just conse- 
crated was laughingly told, 
“From now on you will never 
hear the truth again.” 

Insincerity of a minor de- 
gree is that in which we con- 
stantly promise something that 
we never expect to fulfill. The 
“Yes Man” is Exhibit A of 
that group, who is always 
afraid to assert his own mind 
and who identifies agreement 
with agreeableness. 

Another form is the invita- 
tion to dinner, “Come up and 
have dinner with us some- 
time,” brings the equally 
agreeable and insincere ans- 
wer, “Yes, I will.” The in- 
sincerity is in the indefinite- 
ness; “sometimes” can often 
mean, “We are not expecting 
you,” and its answer some- 
times means, “Nor do I expect 
to go.”

AT THE OPPOSITE EX- 
TREME of these forms of in- 
sincerity are those who iden- 
tify insult, boorishness, con- 
tempt, scorn, loud-mouthings 
with sincerity, candor and 
honesty. They boast that they 
are unafraid of public opinion 
or “what others think,” or 
that they are always saying 
“what is best for you” or “what 
your best friends won't tell 

Little do they know that 
their readiness to criticize is a 
mask for their own egotism; 
afraid of having their own 
weakness pointed out, they 
keep others off guard by their 
poisoned attack. 

The sincere are those who 
have an ensemble of virtues, 
who are equally good at speak- 
ing and listening; who have 
silences, as well as words; who 
are not oqapue like curtains, 
but transparent like window 
panes. They speak, knowing 
that one day they will have to 
be judged by God and obliged 
to give “an account of every 
idle word.” That makes them 
love the Truth and because 
they love it, they are always 
kind and charitable.
